Judge Carroll Hands Down Import] 
Decision. 


Frankfort.—The court of appeals, in 
the case of Clay Gourley vs. Common¬ 
wealth, from Lee, decided that it must 
be proven that the drink known as 
■‘malt mead" is intoxicating before a 
man can be flned for selling it in a 
local option dlstrlcL The option la 
an exhaustive one by Judge Carroll, 
and says that certain drinks are 
known Judicially to be Intoxicating, 
such as whisky, beer, wine, brandy, ale 
tmd gin, and it is not necessary to 
prove that they are Intoxicating: but 
drinks of other names not commonly 
known to be intoxicating must be 
pipven to be so before a conviction 
can be bad. 

Gourley had sold “malt mead.” but 
the man to whom he sold It said he 
was not intoxicated by drinking it. and 
none of the other witnesses had bought 
“malt mead" from Gourley, though 
they said they had been made drunk 
by drinking a mixture bought at other 
places, which was called “malt mead.” 
The court says that no matter' how 
much it takes to make a man drunk. 
If it is shown that the liquor he drank 
made him drunk, the man who sold it 
to him in a local option district is 
liable to a fine.

Hinltt, president of Central university, 
among many others, made an nddreaa 
strongly favoring such a departure.

The best bull for the milk farmer 
le the Holstein. Shorthorn or Ayr¬ 
shire. If he intends to sell the 
calvee to the butcher when two or 
three weeks ol,d he should buy the 
Holstein or Shorthorn. A male of 
either breed, properly fed and bred 
to grade cows of auy of the large 
milking breeds, will give large calvee 
that will make rapid growth and sell 
(or <8 to $10 each when at the age 
of 20 to 25 days. 

A milk farmer should not have a 
Jersey bull, as they bring small, deli¬ 
cate calves that can seldom be sold 
for more than a few dollars. Any 
calf butcher will tell you what calf 
will bring the most'money. 

If the milk farmer desires to raise 
the female calves from his beat cows 
he should buy an Ayrshire. The Ayr¬ 
shire has been bred exclusively for 
milk, and will probably yield a great- 


the Baltimore market from Ohio and 
West Virginia. They are great eaten 
and usually give a large quantity of 
milk and wheu dry fatten quickly. 
The cows are fed liberally at all 
times, and as soon as fat dlspossd of 
to good advantage aa beef. A herd of 
fat gnde Shorthorn cows recently 
sold (or $55 per head, which was 
within a few doUan of their pur¬ 
chase price when fresh. 

The milk farmer should uedde 
whether half a dozen or more fat 
cows sold every spring to the butcher 
will not pay better than keeping the 
cows over until they come fresh. Our 
own method, which we have found 
most economical, aa we have the pas¬ 
ture and the feed, is to koep tho heft 
mil ken over. Wo only raise the fe¬ 
male calves from our choicest cows.

Refuses to Stop Running, Although 
Six Weeks Since Last Winding. 

Stanford.—Haa tho secret of per¬ 
petual motion been unexpectedly 
solved? 

This is the question which every 
one is asking who has eeec a wondei- 
ful clock at the home of H. J. McRoh- 
erts. a prominent merchant of this 
_*city. This clock, an ordinary eight- 
day timepiece, has now been running 
for six weeks without wrading, and 
to all appearances seems inclined to 
run on Indefinitely. 

The wonderful thing about it is that 
the main spring, which is plaiaty vis¬ 
ible from the side, remains as tightly 
coiled as when rewound for the last 
time over a month ago. The clock 
keeps excellent time. 

Just six weeks ago, while Mrs. Mc-

was shout 10 o’clock In the morning. 
Not content with striking 10, the time¬ 
piece kept on striking, and Mrs. Mc- 
RoberU, mystified, counted the 
strokes. When the number got to 
120 she became tired of the noise and 
Jammed a pencil in the wheels of the

4^ that Urns the clock has run continu¬ 
ously without winding, hut it has 
ceased to sound the passing at the 
hours by striking.

moisture in the germ. It is probabi* 
that the minute particles of moisture 
are expanded in the freezing and 
burst the cells of which they form ■ 
part. 

Ths drying of corn is therefore s 
necessity if good seed is to be had 
The worst feature about this experi¬ 
ence with corn is that it lemvea no ex¬ 
ternal mark to show what baa taken 
place In the germ. 

The farmer picks out ths nicely ap¬ 
pearing ears and shells the earn for 
seed. Not till it falls to come up the 
next year does he begin to suspect 
that Its germtnabllity had been tn- 
Jured before he selected it for seed.

The drying of seeds affects their 
germlnablUty to a considerable ex¬ 
tent Some seed, like blue grass seed, 
will quickly beat and spoil if not 
tboronghly dried in the snn or with 
artificial beat. 

Much of the poor blue grass seed 
baa been made poor by being too 
quickly put in large receptacles where 
It does not have an opportunity to 
thoroughly dry. 

Even when plied in the field after 
<t has been taken from the blue grass 
lops it baa been known to beat auf- 
fielently to spoil tt 

It Is unfortunate that when a man 
naa a lot of bine grass seed that has 
been so spoiled that he cannot resist 
the temptation to aell It for good aeed. 

Many other seeds are Injurioualy af- 
'ected by too great a moisture content 
but few so much as the blue graaa 
seed. The higher the atarch content 
af the seed the more necessary does tt 
appear to be to keep it from damp-
